The  Parishes  of  Aisiaby,  Barughs  Ambo,  Cawthome,  Kirbymisperton, 
Marishes,  Marton,  Newton,  Nomonby,  Sinnington  and  Thornton  Riseborough 
are  su^pliaedwith  water  by  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board. 

The  ?|imve  waters  are  obtained  from  springs  from  limestone  strata 
and  are  predominantly  hard. 

The  precaution  against  plumbo-solvency  does  not  present  itself.

Improvements  and  Extensions 

The  following  works  on  water  supplies  have  been  parried 
out  within  the  area. 

Low  Marishes, 

A  mains  water  supply  was  made  available  to  this 
part  of  the  area  during  the  year  by  the  Rye-dale  Joint  Water 
Board, 

Rose dale  Abbey, 

The  supply  to  serve  this  village  is  not  sufficient 
during  the  summe r , months .

supply. 

Water  Supply  General • 

Responsibility  for  water  supplies  and  maintenance  was 
transferred  to  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board  with  effect 
from  the  1st  October*  1961.  The  transfer  come  at  a  time 
when  the  majority  of  Parishes  had  been  provided  with  a 
mains  supply.  However*  it  is  hoped  that  the  Board  will 
give  their  attention  to  Rosedale  which  was  under  consideration 
by  the  Local  Authority  at  the  time  of  take-over. 

Refuse  Collection . 

The  Local  Authority  agreed  to  purchase  a  new  Refuse 
Collection  Vehicle  during  the  year.  This  is  a  compression 
loader  type  of  body  and  will  reduce  mileage. 

The  refuse  is  collected  every  fortnight  in  the  Parish 
of  Thornton  Dale  only.  In  the  remainder  of  the  District- 
it  is  every  three  weeks.  It  has  been  under  consideration 
to  revise  the  frequency  of  collection  when  the  new  vehicle 
is  available  to  undertake  the  work. 

The  Refuse  Collection  Scheme  has  been  extended  during 
the  year  to  serve  Fylingdales  Early  Warning  Station. 

The  Forestry  Commission  have  made  an  approach  for 
an  . extended  service  in  the  Bickley  Area, 

Salvage 


The  sale  from  waste  paper  during  the  year  under  review 


amounted  to  £45.  6s.  6d. 

The  sale  of  scrap  metal  etc.  amounted  to  £23.  16s.  9d. 

No  special  labour  is  engaged  for  this  purpose  and  the 
workmen  are  to  be  congratulated* 

Sewerage 

There  are  now  three  sewerage  schemes  in  operation  in  the 
district  serving  a  total  of  approximately  629  premises.  They 
are  situated  as  follows i- 

Thornton  Dale  451  houses 

Middleton  79  houses 

Sinnington  99  houses 

These  receive  daily  attention  and  samples  taken  by  the 
River  Pollution  Board  ensure  that  this  work  is  done  methodically 
and  satisfactorily. 

A  Sewage  Pump  which  is  mobile  is  now  available  throughout 
the  area  for  work  of  this  nature. 

Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution  )  Act.  1961. 

The  above  Act  came  into  force  in  September,  1961  and  the 
Local  Authority  has  twelve  months  in  which  to  aoply  to  the 

River  Board  for  consent  to  empty  existing  sewers  into  water¬ 
courses. 

The  Local  authority  will  shortly  be  considering  this 
matter  and  which  open  ditches  it  accepts  as  in  fact  being 
public  sewers. 

Many  villages  discharge  their  household  sewage  into 
a  common  drain  or  sewer  and  from  there  into  open  ditches  or 
water  courses.  These  are  cleansed  out  by  direct  labour 
as  far  as  possible.  Nuisances  arise  on  occasions  due  to 
lack  of  proper  treatment. 

It  is  suggested  that  this  might  be  the  opportune  moment 
to  consider  a  sewage  programme  throughout  the  District. 

Pub lie  La  vs t  o  r i e s . 

These  are  situated  in  Thornton  Dale.  They  receive 
daily  attention  and  proved  to  satisfy  a  public  need. 

Plans  and  details  have  been  prepared  for  similar 
amenities  at  Rosedale  Abbey. 


Licensed  Premises. 

There  are  twenty  licensed  premises  in  the  area  and 
improvements  have  been  made  in  two  cases.
